The Arch- 
bishop's ery is that the Chui'fh is onec 
more to triumph here. But what sort j

•endered to improvj their intellectual,

TEXT-BOOKS-RETROSPECTIVE. 


Whatever may become of the question 


of a world full of text-books rind more 
coming, we are reminded by the follow- 
ing paragraph from the Post, of the time 
ifhen every pupil had his own text-book 
in school: 
We do not believe in the use of prayers 
of any kind In our public schools, tor the 
reason that tbe essential purt of prayer is 
rfot a form of word* but a condition of 
mind, and that to teach children to repeat 
• form of word* la the hurry and bustle 
of the school room is not to teach them to 
pray, but to teach tbem to inake light of n 
sacred thing. But it seems to us that In 
declaring (by supporting the ruling oi the 
chairman) that the lord's prayer Is; parti- 
san and sectarian, the Board of Educa- 
tion last, nlglitsliowed their ears to greater 
length than for a long time before. 


Our first experience in school reading 


(it was on the line of the Pennsylvania 
settlements of Ohio) was from the pages 
of that much.forgotten work callttl the 
BiVile, Sot. short. At .times there was 
quite n class of young hoodlums—male 
and female—sons and daughters of the 
in'oat respectable people in the district, 
compelled to read from this ancient 
document, -containing at random, as it 
does, curiously suggestive passages.- To 
be brief, there was so much giggling and 
lam-basting going1 on in that school, 
that the wonder is that any of the Bible 
class survived to tell the tale. One 
teacher—a big specimen of musculai 
Christianity of the Presbyterian sort- 
had a way of throwing a boy out of a 
window, with the understanding thu 
the voung scapegrace would immediate 
ly return by the front door nnd take hi 
scat in school. This was very disgust 
ing to a sensitive youth. 
He woul 


rather have had his neck broken. 


After changing off the good book fo 


old Weems's life of G. Washington, B 
Franklin, General Marion and othc 
revolutionary sires, we finally carome 
on McGufly's series, about which s 
much is heard. Notwithstanding on 
predisposition for Mac, we still think h 
compares favorably as a text-book con 
piler with any of the recent French- 
roof, under-drained, gaslighted and ele- 
vator railway outfits. 


But after all is said, any text-book in 


the every day school, except the bible. 
There are marks on our back yet from 
too much Christian cramming in our 
youth, and we know of many others in 
the same fix. It is our beliel, too, that 
thera is just as iirach useless cramming 
these days in the public schools, in 
other ways, as there ever was of religion 
in Sew England. 
It is high time 


that some good common sense text-book 
were compiled by the State, and the 
whale system of common' schools con 
siderably modified. 


The result of the Senatorial fight in 


Wisconsin, whereby Matt. Carpenter 
has been defeated, makes the subjoined 
remarks by the Keconl all the more per- 
tinent. Carpenter was nominated in 
caucus, but it did not give unanimous 
satisfaction to many Republicans, and 
after balloting a week or two, tho tele- 
graph now announces the defeat of the 
great Matt, and the election of Angus 
Cameron—another name new to the 
country at large.
